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CALENDAR OP GARDEN AND FIELD CULTURE 
FOR QUEENSLAND. 

By Jambs Johnston, Gardener, of twenty yearn pruciical experience in Queensland. 

JANUARY. 

OAUDENT.— Attend to the grapes m they ripen. The foliage of those wanted to hang till dead 
ripe should Ik- arranged to us to »liiotd from tite nu. of iho tun. The IsaMhi niny still bo cut 
fur late Wop. Strong shoots of favourite grapes may bo IxMit down and layered ; in this way 
bettor rooted plants may bo obtained than cuttings can produce, and n season saved. Poach 
treses should now be allowed and encouraged to make a suHlcieney of wood f«»r next season's crop. 
Attend to the pinching and shortening of young shoots on apple and MNsf trees. Stone fruited 
trees may now be budded Make a small sowing of cm umU r, trench beans and maiiows for lato 
crops lnteudlmi cuitivutoi-s of celery, cauliflowers, cabbages, do., should get together as much 
dung as possible, the quality of which will be much improved by frequent turning Slake a small 
sowing of celery, cabbage, and cauliflower, in a shady place. 

KIKId) — Sow liaise for lute crop. How patch of oats or honey for cutting green. Break up 
and nieparoland for potatoes, lucerne. Ac. In breaking up land it is bettor to leave the surface 
rough and open to the action of the sun's rays, which are the butt pulveront. A rough surface 
also retards the growth of weeds. Arrowroot is now making its growth, and ought to )m kept 
tlonii to allow the tree circulation of air. 

FEBRUARY. 

CAUDEN.— Take ndvautago of moist and dull wcuthcr for sowing for early crop small quanti- 
ties of vegetable and salad seed*. Toguard against failure from scorching, cabbage, eaulillowor, 
and celery seed U*ds should bo protected '<y u shading of calico or sacking. See to have somo 
well rolled tiling pn 'pared for celery ti ouches, itiidding should bo finished this uiuulh. In tho 
Mower garden, remove decaying foliage and save valuable seeds as they ri|)cn. 

FIELD — In sheltered situations along the seaboard maize may bo planted dining the first 
two weeks of this month. Hill niutzc of former plantings; curly hilling tends to keep down 
suckers. Continue the preparation of land for wheat, lucerne, and potatoes, and commence 
planting the latter. 

MARCH. 

OAKDEN.— The scorching heat of our Queensland summer Is now over, ami this Is the best 
time to enter thoroughly into the cultivation of European vegetables. Sow for full oropa of cab- 
bages. Savoys, cauliflowers, Brussels sprouts, couve tionchuda, turnips, carrots, onions, leeks, 
beans, peas, beet, parsnips, parsley, salads, ifcc. I' any plants were raised from previous sowings, 
transplant on favorable occasions. It is a good plan to prick young caulillowers into a lied of nlco 
rich earth, placing them about four inclus apart: they occupy little room, and can be easily 
watered and .shaded ror a few days It breaks their roots, they emit small fibres, become more 
sturdy and eomnact, and do not droop uo ranch when finally put out. Couve tr a, or Bra-

Those planted last month should be hood in due time, 
and tho weeds well turned up to the sun Kow maugt'lii wm 1/01 ; this plant is worthy of a trial 
by those Interested in tho homo feeding of cattle; the aphides do not attack it, and if left In tho 
ground it will keep over our hottest and driest summer. 

AP1UL. 

GARDEN.— A' tend to thoso vegetablts which were sown last month : beans and ncas should bo 
kept clean ; cabbages and cauliflowers, when fit to handle, should bo transplanted : turnips and 
carrots should ho thinned. Sow some of tho more suitable vegetables ami salads for succession ; 
but the cottage gardcocr will llnd little satisfaction from caulillowers, savoys, or Jlruascls sprouts, 
tf sowit lato this month— his principal depeudancc lor greens should be on the cabbage Bun mas 
during this and the next mouth or two arc apt to break down ; heavy bunches should be propped.

sprinklings arc much mote injurious than useful in the hist place they act as a stimulant, ami 
Interfere with the routine of nature. The earth is the itorehoUM from whence plants draw their 
supplies, and which must const to them in the shape of moisture or vapour. The heat of the sun 
will call up as much moUture from the lower stiatu of the soil as wiu keep pluuts alive, and ill 
tOt ne degree of health, long after the upper surface is parched and unfit (or vegetation. The roots 
of plants spread themselves downward and outward to catch the moisture as it passes, at the 
bidding of the tun, to the atmosphere; and the foliage of plants accommodates iise'f to its circum- 
stance*, by becoming hard and evaporating test, or, in other words, it is forced to practise 
ecoinomy during bad times In the second place, there are few toils porous enough in their tex 
ture to bear frequent surface waterings In bright weather, as, when water Is given, it brings them 
to a condition more or less resembling mortar, while the next day's sunsldne transmutes them to 
a state which may be described as " biieky." This rapid battering of the soil is accompanied by a 
strong evaporation, which is chilling and Injurious to the foliage of the plants through which it 
pastes ; hence the rusty ami unhealthy appearanco of moat plants which undergo a bi -weekly 
spi inkling The aim, then, should be to get the water into thu soil rather than on to it. T 
in . omplihh this, make a boh- near the plant to Ikj watered, ami pour In at inucii water as will 
iu«i.<d<'ii the earth by diffusion for some distance round, but do not raise the water to within 
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three inches of the surface. When enough luu ban given, and the water well soaked awny, fill the 
hole There will lie some evaporation mt. I OUUtSOqueitt chilling, hut the washing and twittering 
flfocU on the surface will Ikj avoided There arc some hard wooded eve» greens, such as tho 
camellia, whl^li nrc 1 atlit*r difficult to establish In the gr.mml during the llcrco heat ami drought 
n| .mi sprint; mouths. A day or two Wmu smh ttACtt arc put out, the place where they arc to 
gp>w should l»c thoroughly wetted, and when the ground has reeovered Mifltcicutly to work without 
sticking to the spade, the plaids should Ikj put in mid well settled in their place with water.

FIELD — If potatoes are not earthed up, do so at once, and do it carefully oi. account of 
the great heat to which they will be subjected before they sre ripe. Plant sweet potatoes, 
sow cotton, transplant tobacco Cotton pruning should be finished the first week of this mouth. 

NOVEMBER. 

GARDEN —Intending planters of pl->e apples and bananas should rot allow this nnnth to pass 
without accomplishing their designs, that they may derive the full benefit of the coming summer. 
It is time lost to put In these pious in aut on or winter, as they do not start Into growth till 
roused by the heat of tho following season. The Isabella, and some other grape vines, will Held 
a second crop if some of the strong shoots are uow cut. in every bud along the cane ih~- embryo 
Aower for next aeasou is embedded, and if the shoot is cut while the sap is Mowing str >ug in the 
vine, one or two of the buds next below the cut win burst, and, in the esse of the lsa'iciln, flower 
and boar fruit In most of the othor varieties the llower, not being forward enough, cHlu r drops 
preoiiduruly, or is absorbed into tho young shoot, begin with a few shoots of the, 'Isabella. 
Attend to the training of the grape viuc generally, remove suckers and ull banvn »V»cts that will 
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tmt l>«> winded fni iii \t y ( :\v, pinch \nlvvn\-* ami shoots tumbling beyond <luo bounds. Tho f.l- 
plunlngs of tin' hist i n« •) il It may have onl> tthcekad the vine disease : if tile woatiior is moist and 
warm ifir.it watchfulness WW Ik- necessary in «>nLr to avert the eonse«pmnco* of a fresh nitbrcuk.

Prolong your grape season by extracting a 
second crop out of the Isabella. If the Oil M.<M Tuelerii is not yet subdued, the viues muy 
l>e syringed with the following mixture, as dry sulphur is unsightly on fruit which may in a 
few days have to go to market or appear on table. The mixture consists of one pound of 
sublime.

— beeanse here the settlor nays* no taxes of rate*! whatever for his land. The con- 
ditions necessary arc : Selector to be 21 ycara of am or the head of u family. 
Assisted and free immigrants must be three years in the country before they can 
■alert: others can select at once. The sc'ieme allows to each selector SO acr.-s or 
less of agricultui ;il land, or IbO iu res of pujord land; the prices aro paid in tha 
form of rent iM. per :u iv for agricultural, and fjti per acre for pastoral land /or 
i\o years, with per .oual resid. m e ihtrinu that titne. At the end of live years a 
i.ith- is issued to the homestead selector \i it. limit further payment ; the land is then 
|l|N own to do with it as seems best to him 

P»y the term •* agricultural laud" is ituMUtt soil lit lor field cultivation, and 
possessing the vegetable and mineral const .tuents necessary for agricultural pur- 
poses. What is termed "scrub," usually containing heavy dcjK>fits of alluvial 
Noil, very rich in vegetable humus, is oeiic ally ranked amongst the best a^iicul- 
tural bttnl ; and there is bla< k or Imm ii soil m ightly timbered e<iuutry, also rich 
iu vegetable matter ami frequently overiyi ig 1: an stone, which also ranks as agri- 
Cultural land. These two, and rich aliuvi i! clayey flat hinds, generally upon tho 
coos is, comprise the leading agricultural lands. 

As " pastoral lands," aro ranked soils wi h more than a fair proportion of sand 
or silicious matter, whether heavdy tmibcied or otherwise Such lands may bo 
well grassed and lit for ordinary cultivation, but they havo not the weight or body 
oi the R: st-class soila. 

For sugr.r grov iny and heavy farming t ie lirst soils arc the beat ; for cotton, 
fruit grov !ng, and lighter cultivation, inuel: of the pastoral lands are well littod. 
Soils of volcanic formation, ted or light brown, are not profitable for tho agricul- 
turist ; they aro hungry and dry. 

Lauds already surveyed, us required by I he homestead regulations, are open for 
selection at the laud oilices, liowen, lb i> bane, JbirUctown, Dalby, Gladstone, 
Ipswich, Mackay, Maryborough, Itoekhampton, Toowoomba, Townavilio, War- 
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wick j so that selections can bo made in almost any district, fn tho olllces plana 
of tlio land* mo exhibited, uud the olli-ur* in attt ndaneo arc generally in ft position 
to explain the nature and ouality of the land. No laud can bo taken up with 
safety unless gone over ana examined ; and for that purpose a fov days may bo 
well spout in looking ovor the country Water supply, state of thn roads or tracks, 
and othor means of access, are all important items in selecting a homestead. When 
a choice has been made the land othco is again visited, and application made for 
the desired 'juantity. The oflicer register* the date and hour of the application 
(•"list come first served" is the rule); the first year's rent of the land is deposited 
with survey fees (scales of whn h are exhibited). Tho application is then laid 
before the land eommiss oner of the district, and purmisaun to occupy is issued 
uuless some other application clashes.

The l»cst lands tor selection under the conditional purchase system just detailed, 
art' situate in the resumed halved of the different sheep and cattle stations of 
the country, which have reverted to the Crown in accordance with tho Land 
Act of 1808. As in the case of selecting homesteads, the land in this case 
should be seen before it is taken up. Information as to situation, &c, can bo 
had at the Land Olliees, but it is advisable for strangers to secure some com- 
pete- I person as guide while in search of the best locations. 

Land can be taken up specially for growing sugar and coffee, the principal 
inducements under which systems allow the selector to take up more agricultural 
land than he could under the last mentioned systems. By the coffee and sugar 
regulations, the selector is compelled to put one-tenth of his land under eul- 
tivation within theee years. 

It will be seen that there is absolutely no restriction to the acquirement of 
land. The conditions aru not difficult. To all taking up land we would recom- 
mend a careful peru-ial of the Crown Lands Alienation Act of 1808, which 
treats the T .vholc subject fully. The Act is for sale by the (Jovcrnmeiit Printer 
and the Booksellers. 

SUGAR IN QUEENSLAND. 

% Anuis Mackay. 



Grrat strides have been made during the last year in the growing of sugar cane, 

and the manufacture of sugar. There is no longer i difficulty felt in making, 
all the mystery engendered by the different notions brought from most of the 
sugar producing countries of the earth, have been exploded. It is known now, 
with as much certainty as man is permitted to eutertai i »inou such subjects, when 
the canes are ripe ; when they are at their best ; the \n t of cane to an acre ; 
and close calculations arc made of the probable yield 1 gar ; and all this has 
been done, in not a few cases, by men who, two years ago knew little or nothing 
of either the growth of the cane or the manufacture of sugar. 

There have also been adverse occurrences during the year ; occurrences unusual 
to this climate, but which sugar growers and makers have surmounted" The best 
proof of this is found in tho fact that tho demand for sugar is now largely met by 
tho produce of Queensland plantations, A serious check was experienced upon 
low and badly drained lamU from frost, which upon three occasions visited tho 
southern seetiou of the colony more severely than during the preceding ten year*. 
The canes in many places were bitten severely, and as a consequence, decay set 
in. This was promptly met by the uso of bi-sulphite of lime, which, diluted with 
fou» times its bulk of u atcr, enabled the boilers to turn out good sug.n , 1 but 
for this ready aid, all might have been lo»t. but tho gieat majority of planters, 
espcK ially in the north, know nothing of frost ; they have gone on unchecked, ana 
return from one and a hall to three tout of sugar to tho aero. The quality of tho 
Qucciidlaml sugar is very evon, vaiying only about JtllU per ton — i"a0 to i'40— boiujf 
thu figure*. Nor do these figures snow a proportionate loss or gain to the pro* 
duce; i, but arisa from thu simpler or more expuusivo modes of draining out the 
molasses and preparing thu sugar fur bide, liy the general employment of *ue 
centrifugal machine an almost uniform lunge of qualities might be obtained ; but 
as thu demand is heavy for sugar at about £'M per ton (that is brown table sugar*, 
and as it is made with inexpensive appliances, the smaller mill owners. !jnd it pays 
best to supply that demand. 
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Many canes new tu this section liavc OOBM into notice during tlio year, proimi cut 
amongst which are Chigaca ami tho green or yellow (from New Caledonia), the 
first of which gave 1 lb. 8 oza. of sugar from 24 lbs. uf eano, ami the latter 1 11>. 
of sugar from 20 lbs. of eano ; the Diard (from Mauritius) 2 lbs of sugar from 50 
lha. of cane ; the Poetii (from Java), 1 lb. 5 oza. of sugar from 38i lbs. of eano ; 
the Djongjong (from Java), 1 lb. 10 ozs. of sugar from 51} lbs. of cane. Each of 
these canes is found superior to the ribbon or bourbon, which have been amongbt 
the most extensively cultivated hitherto. 

The "labor question," with the many difficulties surrounding it, in the eyes of 
interested or impulsive men, is rectifying itself. It may with some confidence be 
asserted that the small plantations are the most successful, and that the nresence 
of colored or i'uy particular species of labor is not a necessity in sugar cultivation 
here. With au average of alxnit six men (white), cultivating from .10 to 40 
acres of cane, and with complete manufacturing plant, eosting from £2fX) to £500, 
from 14 to 3 tons of sugar to the acre, and worth £.i0 per ton at least has been 
made. Leaving a wide margin for all expenses, £15 per ton comes to the growers 
ami makers, and this fixes the industry as one of the safest in which intelligent 
men ean engage. Brains tell in Queensland, and .we have men amongst us who 
knew nothing of sugar or sugar machinery until all was ready for setting to work 
BOOB their own plantations ; then they wont in and did the work themselves, and 
have sir 01 sold their produce. The process is simple, but can be lcai aed only by • 
actual work ; no secret is made of anything, so that any one can learn who tries 
willingly. 

Some of the large plantations have done wc'l under the caro of skilful managers, 
and the country il much indobted to those gentlemen for tho freedom with which 
they have made known items of the utmost imnorta ice to the development of the 
sugar industry. The Curator of the Botanical Gardens has been busy as usual ; 
he has grown and tested in various ways the merits of sixteen varieties of cane, 
and the results arc offered freely for the benefit of all interested. 

Almost cN\.ry eonccivable distance has been tried for planting cane. The 
distances now followed are 7 x 4, 8 x 3, and x 2, according to the strength of the 
snl. The plant -> are laid in after ploughing, harrowing, and cross-ploughing, at a 
depth of IU to 14 inches, by opening holes at the distances mentioned. The holch 
are about 18 inches square, and aW.it 8 inches deep : sets of the canes arc laid flat 
if the soil is dry, and slightly set 00 angle if it is damp — the eyes at the sides — 
and then covered over with one or two inches of soil. Where teams arc available, 
deep furrows can be run out with the plough ; and by returning in the same furrow 
witli the plough body only, a depth of eight inches can bo obtained ; in such 
furrows, the plants are set upon large plantations. The four top joints make the 
best plants ; they can be bought :. u toe plantations at from £1 to £1 10s. pci 1000. 
When the soil is : u>ist, the plants send up shoots in eight or ten days, in dry , 
weather the shoots take longer to cone Uj x ; if they appear not in fourtcc. days, it 
is well to look and see if the plants nro all right. Soil is generally filled into the 
holes as the shoots grow, until thoy arc nearly lavel with the surface. The . 
soil .'ist be kept stirred and free oi Wdtfdl until the plants are strong enough to 
take care of tnentielves. Tho lower leaves are stripped from tho canes as they 
become ripe—this stripping or trashing hastens the ripening, and the leaves, &c, 
arc buried betwecu tho rows ; by such nioivns tho soil is kept clean and compara- 
tively mulched. 

COTTON. 

Notwithstanding adverse seasons, the cultivation of cotton goc on extending 
in Queensland. The quality of the staple has proved to be hrst-class. As the 
seasons aro bettor understood, and tho variolic* of cotton best adapted to the 
climate develop themselves, cotton cultivation is carried on with greater . u'ideiu e. 

Tho one great hinderanco to the cotton of tho colony taking that walk to which 
its merits entitle it, springs from tho bad way iu whLh the seed is mixed. Scarcely 
a handful can be taken Bp MB ngst which caimut bo found almost «very sort. Tho 
result of tliis mixed seed » a staple of ui* equal length ; or as the brokers term it, 
• " broken staph," believing as they do that an inequality is earned in ginning,

enumerate a few <>l tin best varieties for cultivation : 

b'lltMT. - .Seed of a greyish colour ; wool adhering firmly to tho seed, but coming 
away freely in the gin. Yields a good staple, and is hardy. Supposed to be from 
American —probably lUOUr loaf. 

Skcom».---A grc\ ish-hlack seed, veined ; wool conies away rather freely, except 
at the narrow etui, where it adheres. Can be ginned in a roller gin. Wool a 
good long staple, but several growers ha/e this year set down the plant as rather 
delicate. It is a good bearer, and well worth cultivation. Supposed to bo 
Egyptian. 

THIRD.— Seed of a dark green, occasionally copper colour. It is a good bearer, 
and yields good wool 

There are other sui ts, but tho three mentioned are advisable for the beginnei, 
who dotiltN to get the best he can. The colony- will never take r'»e rank it is 
entitled to as a cotton producer until the varieties are growing separately, and 
every one who grew - cotton ouyit to do as far as possible : Tn# Sea Island 
cotton ii a free black seed. It 'ias proved rather delicate in the colony. 

The planting season extend;, from September to the beginning of December — 
cotton has been planted successfully up to Christmas. Tho planting is done by 
drawing shallow furrow.-., at from four to six feet apart, with plough or hoe. The 
•seeil is scattered m almost M thick as it can lay, and then covered over with 
t\\<» or time Inches of soil, and manure if possible, which ought to be made 
line. The plants come up m ftbottt eight days, and are thinucd out gradually until 
■obkj six inehc* apart, Um about six inches in height. The soil is then liood about 
them and ii little scraped up to thu plants. As the strong plants show themselves, 
the others arc thinned out until a distance of from two to four feet between plant 
and plant is obtained, 

The alter cultivation consists in keeping the plants clean — which must be 
attended to, or they will not yield a paying return. If they make too much wood, 
it is well to pinch out the ends of the leading shoots. 

In Febiuary and March the plants begin to ripen, by the bolls containing tho 
wool opening and cn posing their contents, which must be picked as soon as tho 
seed is hard. From sixty to one hundred pounds per day is considered fair work. 
One pciuiy per pound is paid for phkiiig ; occasionally less. The aborigines are 
occasionally found Useful at this work. 

After being picked, the cotton is either sunned or aircd-thu less sun it has the 
better— until the wool is <juite dry und the seed is so hard that it eracks between 
the teeth. The cotton is then lit for the gin, which machine separates the wool 
from the seed. The ginning houses charge about mm penny per pound. Tho 
usual proportion after {.'inning is one-third wool and two-thirds seed, in weight. 
Dealeis in the colony buy up the cotton either in tho sc d or after it is ginned. 
They give front tw opein c halfpenny to lourpenee for the former, and from sevon- 
>ein e to eleven -pence lor tho latter. ( ottnu of the descriptions mentioned sell at 
com eleven-pence to liftoon-pciiee per pound, in Kngland. In a low instances 
Mglier prices were obtained as much as two shillings ami sixpence per pound in 
■onto i ascs. Tho lower tiguro may be taken as the average until an improvement 
takes place by picking ami selecting the seed. 

A fair weight of i b in cotton to thu acre when mumiro is used, is about three 
hundred pounde, and a lair figure for total retains per aero £10. Much higher 
returns have been givm The (iovernmeiit grant a bonus in land for every three 
hundred pounds m clean staple. As tho labor connected with cotton growing 
is not excessive, and considerable help can he afforded by tho younger bram. hen 
of a family, it is a fevuritO crop with the small farmers, and perhaps the safest and 
most remunerative th,y can put in. In several fanning districts the cotton crop 
of last year put in ne money in circulation than any previous crop had over done, 
The return is immediate, directly the crop is grown, 
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DESCRIPTION OF SHEEP PROOF -FENCES. 

[By P. R. Gordon, Chiy Intptclw o/Shtejt>[i /{ ' r j, 

L'iiuck and Lu<: Fknck— This fence is composed of chocks laid ic toss the fine 
on which logs or rails of any length are made to rout iu notches cut in the chocks 
for the purpose, bo that each chock supports the small cud of one and the but end 
of another log. Thus supposing the fence to run in a north and south direction, 
the north or small end of each log would rest on the west end of one chock, and 
the but end of the same log on the cast end of the next succeeding chock. The 
chocks of the second tier arc made to rest on the ends of the first logs, exactly 
pependicular to the bottom chocks, notches being cut in the lower sides corre- 
sponding to the logs in which they rest so as to bind them firmly. The lecon I 
tier of logs are placed in exactly the same manner as the first, and so on until the 
fence has been pil d ui. to the desired height. 

Billabonu Fknc:v— First erected by Mr, Iw.wdon F. droene on the liillabong 
Kun) — is formed by laying on the ground a large log, generally not le?;s than lb 
inches in diameter j another large log is placed on the top of this ; two strong cross 
legs, from 44 to 5 ieet long, are then put in the ground (one on cither side of the 
logs), ai d crossed 00 the top of tho second log, at a distance of about twelve feet 
apart ; and m th" *ork formed by tin so cross-legs is laid another log, of from six 
to nine inches in diameter, which lirndy binds the two tirst logs, and forms the 
upper rail of the fence. This description of fence would cost in average timbered 
country from £9Q to £40 per mile, and in stringy-bark or pine country about £S5 
per utile. 

Si 1 mi Fi.mk. - A favorite fence with sheep owners, cost from £23 to £88 per 
mile. It In f<H mod thus :— Blocks or chocks about a ioot in diameter are laid along 
tho ground, a< POM which two heavy logs, each not less than one foci in diameter, 
are laid along painllel to each other, 'ind from one to two feet apart. The tops of 
the trees, cut down for the purpose of procuring these logs, arc then cut in lengths 
of four or live ieet, and planted between those parallel logs, slanting at an angle of 
about twenty decrees. This is a most substantial fcnc«», both ihftftp Uld cattle 
proof. A cheap..- /uiletyof this fouco is made «#y allowing the lea. -., to remain 
on the uprights, tUXll it then takes the name ol * ; Log and Brush." 

Double Post i.vu KjUL Fence. — Is more frequently used for sheep yard than 
for paddock fencing. It is formed by sinking two posts in the ground, about six 
niches apart, at intervals of from twelve to fifteen feet. Saplings of any diameter 
not exceeding eigiit inches are then dropped betwtfB I posts, and wluu built up 
to a height of about four feet, the posts are secured together at tbo top by a coil of 
wire, hoop, green hide, or, in some instances, with s'ringy-bark. 

Ha.skkt Fence v. ill bo found serviceable to those residing in scrubby or brigalow 
country, it n* made by driving 5 feet G inch stakes in the ground with nmuls, to a 
depth of or I 'J inches, and 4 feet inches apart ; saplings from about '2 inches in 
diameter i>:e then closely entwined with the stakes to a height of 4 feet six inches. 
Jtunhj strengthened by staying it at intervals with strong fork:* 1 or 11 erected 
:u Hcrub, stumps of saplings should 00 mudc available where practicable instead of 
driver, stakes, l itis Iciice can be run up rapidly, at a cost ol about I'-V- per mile.

A FUiW FACTS ABOUT QUEENSLAND. 

From Qovrniment Papers, d'C. 

I 1 M.tv vimiv.— The Moreton Bay d.atrict was crated into a separate colony, 
Under the name of Queensland, by Her Majesty's Letters Patent, Juno 6th, 185U. 
The boundaries wore thus defined :■ — 

Northward of a lino commencing on the sea coast at Point Danger, in latitude 
ab<»tit 2S (leg. 28 inin. south, aud following the Range thence which divides the 
waters of the Tweed, Kichmoud, and Clarence rivers from those of the Logan and 
Bfi*lnUH) Rivers westerly to the Ore at Dividing Range, between the waters falling 
to the cast cootft and those of the River Murray; following the Oreat Dividing 
Range southerly to the range dividing the waters of Tenterlield Creek from those 
of the mam head of the Dumaresq Kiver, and following that river (whieh is loc ally 
known as the Severn), downwards to its confluence with the Macintyre River ; 
thence following the Macintyre, which lower down becomes the Barwan, downward 
to the 29th parallel of south latitude, and following that parallel westerly to the 
141st meridian of cast longitude, w hich is the eastern ! oundary of South Australia, 
too ther w ith all the adjacent islands, their members and appurtenances in the 
Paciiic ( kcan. 

T1»j western boundary of the colony has since been extended to the 138th 
meridian, thus including a large and valuablo portion of country, the northern 
shores »i which are washcu by the waters of the Oulf of Carpentaria, and which 
COUiprohaadl tlie trait known as the Plains of Promise, and the harbor called 
" Investigate r Road." Squatting runs now extend to the shores of the Gulf. 

tjiiroiiwlaiid is divided into twelve large districts, vi/.. : -Moreton Darling 
Dow ns, Burnett, Tort Curtis, Maranoa, Leiehhardt, Kennedy, Mitchell, Warrogo, 
Uregorv, Bnikc, and Cook. 

CLIMATIC— Experience has shown that the climate of Queensland is not 
unsuited to the constitutions of Europeans. Although the new comer may hud 
tin' temperature unpleasantly high in the summer months, it is very scldc.n 
that ill etfects are experienced from the heat by persons who do not indulge in 
excesses. During the winter months the weather in Queeensland is mn>n:ilicDnt. 
'I he nights and m miings are cool — quito cool enough to impart a degree of 
chi' ! .;iess. In the middle of the day the atmosnhcre is delightfully clear, It is 
stated that the climates of Brisbane and Funchal in Madeira are ahnost r'dentieal, 
aud that is saying much in favor of the salubrity of Brisbane. Farthe.- north, at 
Cladstone, Bowcn, and Townsville, the temperature is 'ligher : but nothing h*s 
becu orged against the hcalthfulness of these towns. At Warwick and the other 
towns situated on the top of the range, the mean temperature is some degrees 
lower than it is on the coast towns ; and it in the opinion of medical men, that the 
climate of Warwick nnd Toowoomba is not to bu surpassed anywhere. 

PRODUCE. — The agricultural resources of Queensland are varied and extensive ; 
although it may be said that they art: as yet only in the Hist stage of their develop* 
incnt. Owing to the great diversity of climate, consequent upon the immense ex- 
tent of territory comprised within the boundaries of the colony, nearly everything 
that grow a in any part of the world can be produced with advantage. The whole 
oi the seaboard of flic colony is admirably adapted for the growth of tropical aud 
^emi -tropical products. 

Concerning cereals, and Fnglish fruits and vegetaLlti produced on the faru-S 
situated on the Darling Downs, it may truly be said that liner samples could j^>i 
be gro% n anywhere. Although the poorei cleat of soil is admirably adapted for the 
lUi-cusaful cultivation of the vine, very iew persons have thought it worth their 
while to devote their attention exclusively to tins branch of agriculture. The 
huits at present cultivated most extensively for the market, are the banana, pine- 
apple, pia.li, loquat, ^uava, passion fruit, lig, melon, Cape gooseberry, omigc, 
i it i <>ii, lemon, aud mulberry. Large quantities of bananas and pineapples are 
annually exerted to the southern colonics. V litth care or t»oublo is required 
in <<rdu to piudm c any of the fruits we have W u. eiai .aid it will readily be 

pheerved that dairy tanning can bu pioiiuhly com toned with tiuit givwing 
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Suoxn and Cottoh are now ostal>libhe<t staple products of Queensland, and 
large returns ran be iiud when the noeossnry oare is exei^ised in choosing good 
land properly situated to avoid exposure to frost, and in having suitable appliances 
for its cultivation and manufacture. « 

That a large area of auriferous country would eventuplly be discovered in 
Queensland was prophesied none years since by the veteran geologist of Australia, 
the Rev. W. B. Clarke. Indications of the presence of gold and gold-bearing stra*:. 
have been observed in every district of the colony during the past ten years ; but 
it was not until the Gvmpie gold field was discovered, that the colonists were 
enabled to recognise the probability that, in the course of time, the auriferous 
regions of Queensland would rival, in extent and richness, the famous gold-fields 
of Victoria. 

CorPKit has been found in extensive tieposits in various parts of the Colony, 
which are calculated to yield large returns, when capital and labor cai* bo 
brought fully to operate spoil them. In the table of Statistics it will be found 
that the yield is rapidly increasing. Rich deposits of Silver and Lead have also 
been found. 

Capital.— Innumerable opportunities are offered for the investment of capital 
in every direction . 

Education— The system of education in Queensland has been assimilated to tho 
National system as carried out in Ireland. Fees havo been abolished, so that 
education is now free from January 1st, 1870. 

Its administration is entrusted to the Board of Education, consisting of six 
members appointed by the Goveninu nt, one of the Ministry being chairman. Tho 
property of tho schools, and the lands granted for school purposes, are vested in 
tint board, which has the control of tho money voted for education, and tho power 
te mako bye-laws uui regulations in connection with these schools, which must bo 
in accordance with tho National system of education as established here, and 
approved by the Governor. Aid is granted to schools not established by tho 
Board, on their complying with certain regulations ; these are known as non- 
vested schools. 

By '* The Oramvmr School* Art.'* assistant is given by the State to the 
formation and u.l itainance of educational establishments of a more advanced 
character than the Primary Softools. Upon the inhabitants of any district raising 
by subscription u sum of £1,000 for the purpose of establishing a Grammar School 
in that district, the Government shall supplement it hy double the amount for the 
erection of the necessary building! ; and if the sum of £250 per annmv be gua- 
ranteed for three years as school fejs, by responsible parties, the Government 
shall give £500 per annum for tha salaries of masters and current e v nenses.

Any letter posted foi delivery in the Colony will, (if the pontago stamp* thereon 
bo not grossly deficient j.i value), bo forwurdod and charged with double tho 
postage deficient ; but if grossly deficient, the letter will be opeucd and returned 
to the writer. 

Any letter posted for transmission to tho United Kingdom will, if bearing a sin 
fjlu rate of pottage, bo fo» wauled - tho partial po*t.u;c thus paid being taken as a 
flue hero, and tho full postage being churgoablo on delivery- but if not bearing a 
single rate of postage, it will bu opened and relumed tu tho writer. 

Any letters postod for transmission to tho neighbouring Colonics, and to Foreign 
Countries (unless specially mentioned in Table fi» tm Monthly J'ustal (iuido) ami 
British Colonies generally, whether scut Uin-ct or through the United Kingdom,

the Colonics), are transmitted free ol charge, and ;dl newspapers from such places 
received in the Colony are delivered without charge ; but if re-posted iu tho Col- 
ony, one penny each must bo prepaid.

A Will cannot Itc made in language too simple or conciso ; it must bo wiltton 
w ith ink, on paper or parchment, and if contained on one sheet, must bo signed at 
the rod by the testator, in the presence of two or more witnesses ; and if written 
on more than one sheet, tho testator and the witnesses had better sign each sheet. 

The witnesses (i) must rigidly comply with every particular required by tho 
Attestation Clause, at the end of which clause they must sign their names fc). 

The signature o! the testator must be acknowledged by him, in tho presence of 
the witnesses ; and in order tint this may be prooerly done, he must (after having 
. signed the Will), take it in his hand ;md say, 11 1 acknowledge this to be m> last Will 
and Testament, and request you to witness it." To avoid the evils of intestacy, 
tho following form may suffice as a general guide ; but others properly prepared for 
filling up and signing, with the various conditions hereinafter deserib? I, can gen- 
erally be procured from respectable stationers.

A Codicil to a Will is to be vuuk ivith the NMK n<j alalia in as tho Will itself, and 
may bo written thus : — 

This is a Codicil to my last Will and Test nciit, bearing date tho day of 

18 , and which I direct betaken as part thereof. I gtoe, deviso, and 
liequcath, fee. As witness my hand this day of 

Obliterations or alterations of any sort in a Will ought, if possible, to be avoided 
as dangerous ; und when of necessity made, ought to bo signed by the Testator 
and Witnesses in the margin, or as near to tho alterations as possible, and tho 
alterations specially noticed in the Attestation Clause aa having been mado *e/ore 
the Will was signed 

Marriage after making a Will renders the Will void. 

If a person wish to dispose of all his property in one gift, tho words M all ray real 
and M»oaft] estate" may be used. 

It is not indispensable for a Witness to know the contonts of a Will, which may 
be so folded a* to prevent any othor part than tho Signature and Attestation 

Clause being read. 

It may be useful to remark tnat Personal Property left without a Will is divis- 
ible as under. 

If the deceased leave Children and no Widow, the wholo property is to bo divi- 
ded equally among the Children. 

If he leave a Widow and Child or Children, tho former is entitled to ono-ti*ird,t 
and the I.UUr to the remaining two-thirds. 

If he have a Widow and no Child, tho former is entitled to half, and tho noxt of
